1 . This Office Action is responsive to the communication received on September 9, 2003. 
Reconsideration and allowance of the present application 09/595,865, filed June 16, 2000, are 
respectfully requested by applicant. All such supporting documentation has been placed in 
applicant's file. 

2. Claims 1-28 are pending, with no amendment filed.. 

3. Applicant's arguments have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 

4. Regarding claims 1-28. Examiner maintains the Title 35 USC § 102 (e) rejection, of 
paper #3, mailed May 8, 2003. The text of the prior office action will not be repeated in this 
office action. 

Response to Amendment 

5. In the remarks the applicant argues that the cited reference fails to disclose: 

I) "... fails to disclose creating a decision tree; compiling the decision tree into a data file; and 
converting the data file into one or more computer viewable documents." 
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In the response to applicant' argument: 

I) [0266] FIGS. 12A to 12C are a pseudo code representation of one embodiment of the 
decision tree that implements the decision tree. FIGS. 13 A and 13B are a portion of an actual 
XML decision tree. Moreover, FIGS. 13A and 13B are portions of an actual decision tree used in 
generating the display of FIG. 10. Furthermore, if you have program code representing a logical 
entity, it has to be compiled in order to implement and interface with the application. 

[0267] In general, the decision tree follows the rules of a well-formed XML document. 
The decision tree includes a hierarchically organized data structure composed of connected 
nodes beginning with a root that is defined as file HTMLTemplate.jsp.
